The proposal 
to buod a new reform- 
atory tor boys out in the country is 
Impelled 
by considerations that havo 
already resulted elsewhere In success- 
ful reform work. 
Miss Edith Sellers, a 
student of social 
questions, describes 
In tho Nntlonal Ilevlow "Tho Open Air 
Reformatory at Eggcnburg," 
In 
Aus- 
tria, the facts about which have so Im- 
portant 
a bearing on 
the 
Hawaiian 
project that we 
the 
liberty of 
making 
brief 
excerpts. 
Tho 
writer 
says: 
"According 
to Dr. Schoffel, the head 
of the Austrian Homo 
Office, to treat

as h. criminal is simply absurd; 
If it has gono nstray tho fault lies not 
with it, but with Its

it may seem, 
he scoffs at the idea of its being Irre 
deemable. 
Let it bo placed in whole- 
some surroundings, be well fed, kindly 
treated, and have plenty of work to do 
and it will soon become a different 
be- 
ing tho doctor maintains. 
On one point 
ho holds 
very strong views 
If waifs 
and strays are to bo saved they must 
be taken

whatever can bo done for them so long 
as they are In a town shut up within

walls. 
They must be forced

lead a healthy life in the open air nil 
day and they must

by

was not until 1885 that Dr. Schoffel had 
an opportunity to reduce

There are now 300 boys In thn inst 
itution, drawn out from the submerged 
classes, most of them what would have 
been called 
hopeless 
degenerates. The 
lifo they lead is tho quiet, 
healthful 
one of tho surrounding peasantry. 
In 
summer they work 
In the fields every 
day, barefooted nnd bareheaded after 
the Austrian farmer fashion; In winter 
they 
taught 
bench-wor- 
k 
and other 
indoor 
occupations, 
receiving during 
both seasons mllltnry drill nnd a com- 
mon 
school 
education. 
Discipline 
Is 
patterned on thnt of tho family. 
The 
lads are separated Into groups of four- 
teen, each under n head muster who Is

COLONIAL 
UUUHEAR 


A colony of the United States, being 
under tho Federal Constitution, nonld 
be so nearly Identical 
with n Territory 
that It would bo absurd to call it 
tny-thl- 
else. 
The true colony, as Great Britain or- 
dains and recognizes 
It, has local 
and an appointive Gover- 
nor who. In turn, names somo or all of 
tho higher administrative 
officers. 
In 
this respect It Is like an American Ter- 
ritory; but it nlso lias tho right to en- 
act Its own tariff nnd navigation laws,

Is whero 
It becomes 
vitally 
different from what an American colo- 
ny could possibly

As the Federal 
Constitution stands, tho rovenue

California 
was 
ceded

Union, holding that, by the ratification 
of tho treaty California 
"becomes

and privileged 
by the 
laws 
which 
Congress 
had 
passed 
to 
rnlso 
n revenue from 
duties 
on 
im 
ports." 
It 
Is conceded 
by 
all 
great 
lawyers who have 
so far studied 
the 
matter and given 
their 
views to the 
public that the same principle must ap 
ply to Hawaii, Porto Klco, the Philip- 
pines and any other acquired posses 
sions. 
Tho clause of the organic law 
which 
says that "all duties, 
Imports 
and excises shall bo uniform through- 
out th 
United btatcs" settles tho mat- 
ter, both as regards tho tariff nnd the 
navigation laws. 
In tho latter relation 
freeing American 
ships In waters dom 
inated by United States custom 
houses

country, especially the sugar plantav 
tions. 
Sugar Is rarely seen on any or 
the plantations now. 
In the provinces 
of Havana and Santa Clara 1,000 mills 
and nil the cane have been destroyed. 
Adventurers 
havo promulgated

idea that planters 
will not have ade- 
quate protection in Cuba, and there- 
fore nothing la being dono toward 
re- 
planting the burned fields, or replac- 
ing the machinery.

ists, and It was thought to bo scarcely 
fitting that the Minister of Finance 
should engage 
In such outside matters. 
Tho 
resignation 
was 
tendered under 
theso conditions, but as Mr. Damon has

terminated 
tho 
connection 
be 
tween himself and the organization re. 
ferred to tho reason 
for Its acceptance 
at once disappeared. 
When the attention of Mr. Theodore

DEATH UFH.f,POOR 


Varied Career Brought to 
a Close. 


acts About tho Ufa History of a 
Man Who Ono- - Hald Import- 
ant Local OffiC. 


(From Wednesday's Dally.) 


The death of Mr. Henry Poor, while 
not 
unexpected 
by 
his 
Immediate 


f lends, came an a surprise to most of 
mo community. 
Mr. Poor died yester- 
day morning at 
G o'clock .after an ill- 
ness extending over 
two years. 
He 
as 
well known 
In 
Honolulu 
and 
throughout the Islands, having 
slnco 
nls yuoth hold many positions of pri- 
vate and public trust, up to tho begin- 
ning of revolutionary days and tho ov- 
erthrow of the monarchy, of which 
he 
was a supporter, 
Henry Poor was tho eldest son 
of 
Mrs. C. F. Rush of this city. 
He was 
born here .Juno 
8, 
1856, nnd was 
43 
years of ago at tho time of his death. 
Mr. Poor received 
his early education 
under Mr. Gullck, 
Sr 
father of 
the 
Into Chariot! T. Gullck of Honolulu. 
He 
afterwards attended Punahou College, 
at that tlmo under tho direction of Pro- 
fessor Church. 
Ho left school, 
how- 
ever, at tho age of 1G and entered the 
hanklnir 
lionsn of Ilishon & Co. as 
n 
clerk, where? he remained about eight 
years. 
At that 
time, 
owing 
to 
ill 
health, Mr. Poor first visited the United 
States, where 
ho 
spent; 
somo three 
months. 
When he returned to Hono- 
lulu he entered the mercantile lioue 
of Castle & Cooke. 
At this tlmo ho was selected 
by the 
Government to act as secretary to Hon. 
C P. Iaukcn, the head of the Hawaiian 
Embassy to tho coronation of Alexan- 
der III. of Russia. 
Continuing 
from 
there he mado a tour of tho world, 
vis- 
iting tho greater part of Europe, India, 
Japan, Egypt, tho United States 
and 
England nnd meeting many great per- 
sonages there. 
His visit to India was 
Immediately connected with tho ques- 
tion of securing a labor supply for the 
plantations 
of Hawaii, 
While abroad Mr. Poor received 
sev- 
eral foreign decorations, among which 
were tho Order of tho Rising Sun 
of 
Japan, tho Order of Simon Bolivar of 
South America, nn Austrian and a Rus- 
sian order nnd several others. 
Ho also 
held the Hawaiian Order of Crown 
of 
Hawaii and Order of Kaplolanl, 
Dur- 
ing his absence 
In foreign lnnd3 
he 
wrote 
long letters to his mother 
de 
scriptive of his travels which arc said 
to 
bo very Interesting, 
showing 
as 
they did how a native Hawaiian was 
Impressed 
with 
foreign 
customs 
nnd 
progress. 
Upon his return Mr. Poor became 
n 
clerk 
In 
tho 
Supremo Court, 
taking 
tlio 
piuco of Mr. Fife, where ho 
re 
malned until he was tran 'erred to tho 
Postal SavlngB Rank. Ho 
hero began 
tho system of bookkeeping 
which 
Is 
still continued in use. 
Shortly after his return 
from 
his 
first visit to tho United States ho fell 
heir to tho sum of flD.OOO from 
the 
t.corgo penbody estate. 
This money 
he Invested In tho 
Knpahula ranch. 
near Diamond 
Head, 
which 
was 
re- 
cently purchased by W. U. Achl & Co 
During tho tlmo Mr. Poor wa3 em 
ployed 
In tho postolllco 
nnd Ravings 
bank ho was selected 
to net as sccrc 
tary of Mr. J. E. Rush, head of tho fa 
mous snmoan Embassy. 
It was In this 
capacity that Mr. Poor very nearly lost 
his llfo In dealing with 
tho mutinous 
crew of tho Kalmtlon. 
Ho was seized 
by the mutineers ono day ns ho board- 
ed tho vessel 
alone, 
thrown to 
the 
deck and 
his 
life 
threatened 
with 
drawn weapons, 
but nt that moment 
tho sound of coming oars was heard 
which 
startled 
the crew and allowed 
him to escape. 
Tho 
new-como- 
were 
from tho German cruiser 
Olga. 
Mr, 
Poor defended 
himself, aided by 
tho 
Germans and others aboard the ves 
sel, nnd soon dispersed tho rioters, 
It la related by his friends.that when 
Henry was about 15. years ot ago ho 
received 
as a present a' printing press 
from his uncio 
in NowT.York, 
,upon 
which ho printed, a small sheet called 
tho 'Punahou Journal, a college news 
paper. 
Tho paper was published at the 
Poor 
Homestead, 
wbich, at that time, 
stood 
upon the ground now occupied 
by tho Club stables on Fart street. Mr, 
Edward 
Poor, the 
uncle 
mentioned 
above, Is tho president ot tho National 
Park Bank of New York. 
During his various travels over the 
world 
Mr. Poor Indulged 
his tasto for 
collecting;, and, until ho met business 
reverses a few years ago, was tho own- 
er of a treasury 
of 
curios 
and flno 
paintings. 
He was a member of 
the 
Hawaiian Historical Socloty, to which, 
at different times, ho made generous 
donations 
of 
rare 
historical 
docu- 
ments. 
After lib return 
from 
Samoa Mr. 
Poor again entered tho Postal Savings 
Hank, 
whero 
ho 
remained for some 
time, nnd then turned his attention to 
ranching, which ho followed until fall- 
ing 
health 
and 
business 
reverses 
caused his retirement from active life.

LONDON, Nov. 17. 
At last a means 
haa been discovered of guiding a tor- 


pedo on Its mission 
or 
death. 
The 
principle of wireless telegraphy 
is to 


be applied to the steering of these sub- 
marine Infernal machines, and, accord 
ing to thoso 
who have examined the 
invention, thta plan has been found to 
work so well that the torpedo may bo 
reckoned among the heaviest thunder- 
bolts or war, Instead or being, as here- - 
toforc, the Jest or naval experts. 
Tho Invention consists or an appllca 
tlon or the use or electric waves Just 
n 
in wireless telegraphy, 
which 
ob 
viates any necessity for metallic 
con- 
nection 
between 
the torpedo and the 
torpedo boat. 
To understand the plan 
or procedure. It must bo remembered 
that an Iron rod 
Is sucked Into a coll 
or wire, when an electric current trav- 
erses the spiral In a suitable direction. 
The torpedo is provided with two staffs 
which project above the Burfacc of the 
water, and can receive electric 
tvaves 
reaching 
them 
through 
the air, and 
generated 
by a suitable apparatus on 
the torpedo boat. 
To 
thoYudder-hea- d 
of the torpedojwe attached two colls of 
wlro with two corea of Iron near them. 
When an electric current passes round 
the colls in one direction, one of the 
cores is sucked in, while If the current 
circulates 
in 
th,e other direction 
the 
other core enters Its spiral. 
Supposo 
tho torpedo leaves its proper course; it 
Is at once righted In tho following way: 
Electric waves are 
developed 
on the 
torpedo 
boat, 
pass through 
the air, 
and aro received 
by the staffs attached 
to the torpedo. 
These, by a simple ap- 
paratus, nro mado to develop an 
electric 
current 
In the colls of wire, and 
ono or the other of the Iron cores, as 
occasion 
requires. 
Is sucked 
Into Its 
coll, and this movement turns tho helm 
of tho torpedo. 
When the torpedo hnrf 
reached its proper course, the waves 
from the controller arc stopped. 
The 
invention 
will 
render it 
possible 
to 
cause a torpedo to move In any direc 
tion almost as if it wero possessed 
or 
u separate intelligence. 
That statement 
Is not un exaggcra 
tlon. 
The torpedo or the future 
will 
actually be made to follow the direction 
of the ship it seeks to fasten to and 
destroy. 
If the torpedo 
is 
seen by 
those aboard this ship and a frantic ef- 
fort Is made to escape the direct line 
of discharge, it will bo useless, for the 
nose of the torpedo will he Immediate- 
ly turned by those aboard the torpedo 
boat in the now direction taken by the 
hostile ship, and after that, whichever 
way the escaping boat turns, tho tor 
pedo will follow 
Is as relentlessly as 
loom. 
Never was such diabolical la 
telllgenco 
given to nn inanimate thing 
ns tho nlrclcss telegraph principle will 
glvo to the torpedo of the future. What 
escape 
would there bo for a ship fol 
lowed by a shark which could by aiere-l- y 
poking his noso against the sldo of 
tho boat send 
tho 
vessel 
with all 
aboard to the bottom? 
Guided by the 
electric waves 
that 
nro controlled by 
the crew of the torpedo boat, the new 
torpedo will be Just as impossible 
to 
shake off as the living fish. 
This seems to have solved the great 
puzzle that has 
mado torpedoes 
as 
much of a menaco to those who fired 
them as to those against whom 
they 
were directed. 
Tho history or torpedo 
warfare has always tended to place the 
supposedly terrible missile in a rldlc 
ulous light. Here and there are record- 
ed instances of the torpedo taking 
ef- 
fect and sinking a vessel, but for every 
torpedo that has fulfilled 
its mission, 
hundreds 
have exploded 
harmlessly 
and killed only the 
fishes that wero 
unlucky enough to be in the vicinity 
of the explosion. 
This helplessness' of 
the torpedo after It has onco left 
the 
sldo of tho vessel firing it has been the 
main cause of tho lack of respect n 
val officers have felt for it. Tho search- 
light has made it bo risky to attack a 
vessel with a torpedo at night that on- 
ly a very reckless commander 
would 
nttempt It, whllo the various devices 
for guarding n ship's sldo against 
tor- 
pedoes have made 
theso missiles 
al- 
most certain 
to fall in 
their object. 
Then again It was bo easy to dodge a 
torpedo 
when 
Its direction 
onco 
be- 
came apparent, 
and the certainty 
of 
the aim was always a doubtful 
thing 
whero the range was necessarily long, 
and many obstacles likely to be 
en- 
countered by tho torpedo during 
its 
submarine flight to deflect 
It from 
Its 
course. 
Now all this Is changed.

torpedo which 
Is used by most of tho 
navies here, the Whitehead,

from a vessol's sldo It drops into the
